It Is passing strange that hare there should 
already exist a bitter conflict between la- 
bor and capital. That such a conflict 
should finally result from overcrowding a 
population and the exhaustion ol the re- 
sources of a country, is perhaps to be ei- 
pected, but that It should rear its "horrid 
front" where there is room enough and io 
spare is well nigh incomprehensible. If 
capital oppresses labor, why does not the 
laborer flee to the unoccupied lauds invit- 
ing tillage? With a population so scat- 
tered, on ihe average, as to be far removed 
from elbow touch, why do the peoplecon- 
centrate in great masses only to Quarrel In 
the town, the factory, and the workshop? 
Where the vent is so wide and the field 
beyond expands into <i landscape so broad 
and attractive, it is strange that so few of 
the toiling millions of men and women 
eseapeinto the "open." When there Is an 
ocean of clear sailing beckoning the 
young, the brave, and fearless, why do 
they still hug the shore where there are 
shoals and rocks threatening wreck even 
to the larger craft ? But it is so. The 
proportion of the urban to the rural pop- 
ulation steadily increases; the city is the 
reservoir into which pours a great stream 
of people from the countryside, consisting 
ofthe restless, the dissatisfied, nnd the am- 
bitious; and iii the same direction the 
tide of foreign immigration strongly sets. 
Hence the surplus of labor. 


We wonder that the Tribune does 


not give the true reasons for the la- 
borer leaving the farm and going to 
the cities. There is no political thinker 
in this country who does not know 
why this is so. There is no political 
writer anywhere, who has given the 
subject any study or any thought, wlio 
does not know that it is because farm- 
ing is not profitable. To make a liv- 
ing on a farm, a man must work fifteen 
hours, while eight and ten hours are 
all that is expected of the workman 
in the shops or the ordinary city la- 
borsr. It is known, too, that the 
reason for this is that agriculture is 
required not only to bear all the bur- 
dens of the government, but in addi- 
tion has to support all those non-pay- 
ing industries that congress has seen 
fit to "protect" by using the taxing 
power of the government. No greater 
outrage and wrong was ever perpetra- 
ted on the people than the taxing of 
one man for the benefit of another, or 
the taxing of one industry for the 
benefit of another. 


But for the restrictions on trade, 


the United States, with her cotton and 
bread-stuffs, would clothe and feed 
the world. Give the farmer nnd cot- 
ton planter the opportunity to sell 
their products in any market in the 
world—sell where they can get the 
highest price, and to buy in that 
market where they can buy the cheap- 
est, and farming will be the most 
profitable of all industries in this 
country. Then farmers will return 
to their farms, then shopmen can snap 
their fingers at capital, for when capi- 
tal 
oppresses 
labor 
the laborer 


can "flee to the uocccupied lands, 
inviting tillage," and reap a rich 
reward for his industry.

the cities. There is no political thinker 
in this country who does not know 
why this is so. 
There is no political 
writer anywhere, who has given the 
subject any study or any thought, who 
does not know that it is because farm- 
ing is not profitable. 
To make a liv- 
ing on a farm, a man must work fifteen 
hours, while eight and ten hours are 
all that is expected of the workman 
in the shops or the ordinary city la- 
borer. 
It is known, too, that 
the 
reason for this is that agriculture is 
required not only to bear all the bur- 
dens of the government, but in addi- 
tion has to support all those non-pay- 
ing industries that congress has seen 
fit to ''protect" by using the taxing 
power of the government. No greater 
outrage and wrong was ever perpetra- 
ted on the people than the taxing of 
one man for the benefit of another, or 
the taxing of one industry for the 
benefit of another. 


But for the restrictions on trade, 
the United States, with her cotton and 
bread-stuffs, would clothe and feed 
the world. 
Give the farmer and cot- 
ton planter the opportunity 
to sell 
their products in any market in the 
world—sell where they can get the 
highest price, and to buy 
in that 
market where they can buy the cheap- 
est, and farming will 
be the 
most 
profitable of all industries in 
this 
country. 
Then farmers will return 
to their farms, then shopmen can snap 
their fingers at capital, for when capi- 
tal 
oppre.sses 
labor 
the 
laborer 
can "flee to the uocccupied lands, 
inviting tillage," and reap a rich 
reward for his industry.

The statement begins by setting 
forth that in the early part of 1866 
Palmer visited at her house very fre- 
quently, and began paying marked 
attention to her.

several hours. 
Finally, Mrs, Palmer 
appeared and entreated him to go 
home, 
but

refused. She took 
the horse and buggy away, but came 
back, 
and again asked him to go. 
He got into the buggy and drove off 
without her, 
"All these years he 
wanted me to marry him," says Mrs. 
C., and he entreated her so successful- 
ly that she came near doing it, but 
only got as far as the breaking off of 
an engagement with another 
man, 
whom she had promised to comfort. 
When he intended to go to Chicago to 
take charge of a church, he asked her 
to go along, saying that he would fix 
it all right for her to live there. 
He 
often told her that there was no con- 
geniality between himself and wife, 
and 
exultingly 
said 
that 
he 
came 
near 
driving 
her 
away 
at 
one 
time. 
Her trunk was packed 
and she was on the point of leaving. 
She would often walk the floor at 
night and threaten to commit suicide 
on account of his attentions to other 
women. 
She used to receive letters 
from Mrs, Palmer asking her to let 
her husband alone, and because she 
was so jealous she (Mrs, C,) did all in 
her power to increase that feeling in 
her breast by paying renewed 
atten- 
tion to Palmer.

she 
says that, in reviewing the eight years 
of her life, she was unable to justify 
her conduct, because of its bad effect 
on the community.
